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RELIEF BONDS, NUMBER 21 ON BALLOT ARE 
COUNTY NEED 


On the long ballot that must be voted on Novem- 
ber 8 are many propositions that allow of an honest 
difference of opinion. 
no doubt. 

The Work Relief Bonds, Number 21 on the bal- 
lot, represent the difference between actual want and 
hungr for 6000 bona fide residents of San Mateo 
County for this winter, and at least the bare neces-- 
sities of life for them. 


But on one issue there can b« 


No thinking voter should hesitate for a moment 
to vote this $350,000 issue. Even if the laws of hu- 
manity did not demand it, the laws of California 
specifically compel the counties to care for their own 
needy citizens. 

Should the bond issue fail to carry the necessary 
two-thirds majority, it would be necessary to levy the 
whole amount on next year’s tax rate. This would 
mean at least 70 cents on the hundred doliar valua- 
tion, and would be a severe blow at this time of many 
small tax payers. 

On the other hand, should the bonds carry suc- 
cessfully, no levy would be necessary until 1934 to 
pay the bonds, and then only by light payments over 
a period of twenty years, in amounts that would not 
be felt. 

This Relief Bond issue is a challenge to the com- 
munity spirit of San Mateo County.
